United States senate agree in, predict- 
ing that the present week will see the 
end of the discussion on the, railroad 
rate bill.

the fact that this provision is accept- 
ed by the conservative senatorial lead- 
ers on the one hand and by the presi- 
dent on the other renders it practical- 
ly certain, that the amendment will in 
the end be accepted as a party meas- 
ure and that it will receive most, if 
rot. all, of the votes of Republican 
senators. It remains to be seen what 
effect the consolidation of the Repub- 
lican party will have upon the Demo- 
cratic senators. There is little doubt 
that they will criticise the course of, 
their political antagonists, but it is 
not probable that they will carry their 
opposition to the extent of trying to 
postpone the final .vote on the bill for 
any great length of time.. 'There is no

amended, and it is probable that a 
day or,two will elapse before any pol- 
i^ In that point • can be determined.

Moscow Aroused By Latest 


Attempt 0« Gov- ^

Moscow, May 7.—As he was being 


driven to the ..-palace, Vice Admiral 
Doubasspff; governor general of Mos- 
cow, was injured by the explosion of 
a bomb, which was thrown at his car- 
riage. Hi:) aide-de-camp, a sentry and 
the would-be assassin were, mangled 
fatally. The' general was returning from 
the Uspenski 'cathedral,.and the out- 
rage tool^ place outside the carrage 
entrance to his palace. 
Several by- 


standers were injured. 
According to 


the route decided upon in advance, 
the governor general should have re- 
turned to the palace by the side en- 
trance, but during the drive he chang- 
ed his route and thereby ran into tli« 
very lierii ,he was seeking to avoid. 
Vice Admiral Douba'ssoff-s' life was 
saved by the poor aim of his would-be 
assassin. The bomb exploded on the 
pavement several paces to the rear o! 
his carriage, hurling the mutilated 
corpse of the terrorist several yardJ 
backward and tearing off one arm and 
the face of an aide who was descend- 
ing from the carriage. Governor Gen- 
eral Doubassoff was thrown from his 
carriage and under the horses' heels. 
His back was burned and his leg 
bruised but he was able to walk un- 
assisted into the palace. The coach- 
man's skull was fractured and he was 
taken to a hospital. •

Roads in Ohio have suffered some- 


thing like ihe Arkansaw cabin whose 
owner couldn't patch its leaky roof 
when it was raining and- didn't patch 
It when it wasn't raining; because it 
wasn't leaking. 
Ohio roads couldn't 


get improvements In the spring be- 
cause thex'were too muddy, and were 
neglected after the mud dried up be- 
cause they didn't need fixing then. 
But good roads legislation in Ohio is 
beginning to develop highway im- 
provement imperfectly begun under 
laws of local application. Petitions to 
the state highway commission" for 
state aid were received from Athens, 
Ashtabula, Butler, Lake, Loraln, Sum- 
mit, 
Portage, Mahoning, Columbiana, 


Stark, Wayne, Ashland, Jefferson, 
Harrison, Highland, Tuscarawas, Co- 
shocton, 
Morrow, Delaware. Logan, 


Belmont, Guernsey, Musklngum, Lick- 
ing. Franklin, Fairneld, Greene, Meigs 
and Ross counties. 


In all there were 55 petitions, cover- 


ing 130 miles of highway. Franklin 
county led with petitions for 22 miles 
of highway, and Highland county is 
next with petitions for 21^ miles. 
State Highway, Commissioner Huston 
will visit the counties as rapidly as 
possible, the law making it his duty to 
investigate 
the several roads peti- 


tioned for. 


Under the good roads act the state 


pays one-quarter of the cost. How- 
ever, the appropriation is limited to 
11,750 for each county. Commissioner 
Huston said the making of a good 
road such as is contemplated in the 
good roads act will cost $1,000 to $1,- 
200 a mile, where there is little or no 
grading, and In hilly regions may run 
up to $6,000 or $7,000 a mile. 


Petitions for repairs of roads may 


be filed up to Dec. 31, and counties 
which prefer to ue their share of the 
good-roads appropriations for repairs 
instead of for new' roads may do so, 
and use/this yeai's and next year's 
appropriations together next year.

A way; was opened in Columbus to 


get the Jones local option act to re- 
move saloons by petition instead of 
by ballot before the supreme court. 
After a hearing on a petition filed be- 
fore Judge Badger, a former common 
pleas judge, tlie mayor held the law 
to be constitutional. By agreement 
the case will take the usual route to 
the supreme court for judicial Inter- 
pretation. 


At Toledo a different ruling 
was 


made by judge Kinkead of the'com- 
mon pleas court on petitions filed be- 
fore him. Judge Kinkead held that 
the Jones law can not be enforced. 
He ruled that under the law he could 
certify that a district could be made 
dry and he could order saloonists to 
cease business, but that he is pow- 
erless to enforce the decree of the 
court, and if a saloonman persisted in 
remaining in business after being or- 
dered to discontinue there is no 
law to compel him to do so. He said 
in conclusion: "It appears to reach 
the vital spot but fails.

Of these 
the government captured 188- seats 
and the opposition 112, while 111 will 
require second ballots. The net gain 
to the government is IS seats. 


ALIVE AND'WELL 


Father Gapon In Switzerland, Accord- 


ing to a Russian Socialist. 


Chicago, May 7. —'"Father Gapon 


has not been lynched by Russian an- 
archists. On the contrary, he is in 
Switzerland, alive and well, as I posi- 
tively know," said Ivan Ivanovitch 
Narodny in an address before a So- 
cialist gathering on the North Side. 
Narodny came to the United States 
with Maxim Gorky. The meeting was 
held under the auspices of the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World as a pro- 
test, against the arrest of Haywood 
and Mover of the Western Federation 
of-Miners in connection with the as- 
sassination of former Governor Steu- 
nenberg of Idaho. Narodny added 
that only last Monday a mutual friend 
in Washington, D. C., had received a 
cablegram from Father Gapon.

twe^en the eastbound Chicago 
mail 


train and the westbound Chicago and 
St. Louis express, on the Petersburg 
cut-off of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
which caused the death of, 10 persons 
and the. injury of many others, lays 
the blame on Engineer J. T. Dough- 
erty, who was hauling the westbound 
train. He was given orders to wait at 
the end of the'double track at Carlin 
to permit the eastbound train to pass, 
but he misunderstood the orders and 
entered the single track. Engineer 
Dougherty, the report says, did not 
deny that he had made the mistake 
when before the officials for examina- 
tion. The injured at the Altoona hos- 
pital are doing well, and with the ex- 
ception of a colored boy, name un- 
known, who Is still in a serious condi- 
tion, all are on the road to recovery. 


Trade With Brazil. 


Washington, May 7.—A bulletin is- 


sued by. the department of commerce 
and labor says that the trade of,the 
United States with Brazil aggregates 
in 
round numbers $110,000,000, 
a 


larger sum than with any other coun- 
try of South America. Our imports 
from Brazil for the fiscal year 1905 
aggregated 
$99,843,094, against $15,- 


354,901 from Argentina and $11,071,- 
C13 from Chile. Exports to Brazil 
from the' United States in 1905 were 
$10,985,096, against $23,564,066 to Ar- 
gentina, and formed less than oner 
fifth of our total exports to South 
America. Of the imports from Brazil 
in 1905-$64,000.000 was coffee, $28,- 
500,000 India rubber and $2,750,000 
hides and skins.

Two Persons Shot Down at Home, 


Another Found Dead. 


NashTille, Tenn., May 7. — Marvin 


Winters was shot and killed and Thom- 
as Stewart and his young daughter 
~reWfely~Wunded~durlng an affray at 
Stewart's home, near Pleasant View, 
Cheatham county. The cause of the 
•hooting is a mystery. A few days 
ago Stewart received a letter warning 
aim that if he and hi« family did not 
leave the neighborhood within .10 days 
they would all be killed.
